Patient at Cincinnati Hospital
Cuts His Throat and Dies
Instantly.

SEVERS HIS JUGULAR VEIN

Yictim Gives Way to Worry and
Ends His Miserable Exist-
ence In Melo-Dramat-
ie Manner,

Cinclnnatl, May 27.—WIith his mind
deranged from worry, but acute with
the determination to end his existence,
John Mellinger, formerly a wealthy
farmer near Springfield, O, slashed his
throat with a rator in Bethesda hos-
pital yeaterday, and dled in his chair
at the breakfast table, where an at-
tendant had left him half an hour be-

fore.

Mellinger died within a few minutes
after he had opened the right jugular
veln.

Officlals of the Institution called up
Coroner Weaver at ? o'clock and at the
same time notified the members of
the dead man's family of his death,

A brother arrived on an afternoon
train and guve his statement to the
coroner,

The body was prepared for shipment
home and will be taken there on a
train this morning.

While little of the history of the busi-
ness reverses that unsettled Mr. Mel-
linger's mind are known In thia city,
It Is understood he was one of the
wealthles farmers near Springfield.

A month ago his relatives declded
his mind was In such condition that
specinl medical treatment would be
necesisary, and he was sent to Bethesda
hospital, this city,

All such dangerous articles as ras-
ors are taken from patients when they
enter the institution, and the officials
there are unable to discover where
Mellinger obtained the weapon with
which he endad his lite,

Mellinger had not suffered from de-
preasion since Thursday last, and he
conversed with the attendant In a
lighthearted, jovinl manner when his
breakfast was brought to him,

When the body was discovered a por-
tion of the food that had been served
him was clutched in his hand, The
ragor was found on the floor beslde
him and the untasted portlons of his
meal lay undlsturbed on the table.

WIND CAUSES LOSS,

Santa Clara Valley Fruitgrowers See
Hopes Blighted. |

San Jose, May 27.—The high wind|
that prevalied yesterday and today has)
caused heavy loss to the frult‘mwers'
of Santa Clara valley, The wind yes-
terday blew from the south and reached
a velocity of 21 miles an hour, Cher-
riea and prunes suffered the most, but
all kinda of frult were damaged. In|
some places frait trees ware blown |
down, It ls estimated that more than|
one-half of the ripefilng cherry orup
is destroyed, and that from 20,000, oqn'
to 30,000,000 pounds of prunes hnvol

been blown to the ground.
The first car of cherfles for the sast

left Ban Jowe yesterday, and It was
expected to ship from five to ten more
this week, but the storm of yesterday
cnused such loss that not more than
two cars willl go forward now, Much
of the loss of the cherry crop will fall
upon the packers, as most of the grow-
ers mell thelr crops In trees. In the
Willow district the loss to the cherry
erop Is the largest, and In several or-
chards the ground ls covered with red
and bluck frult. In one orchard it is
estimated that flve tons of cherries
are on the ground. The Black Tar-
tarlans suffered the heaviest, as they
are jugt In the ripening stage. Con-
siderable of cherries left in trees are
¥0 brulsed as to render them unfit for
#ghipment.

Penches and apricots were damaged
1o some extent. In one orchard near
Campbell elght fruit trees were blown
down and scores of trees are down In
other orchards along the roads,

Many growers believe the destruction
of the prune crgp may work to an ad-
vantage to the orchardists, It will give
a chance to work off the hold-over
crop and ralse the price of this seas-
on’s dried fruit
